ORGANIZATIONS FOR CRIME 
The New York City Youth Board has issued 
a 
very fancifully 
arranged 
brochure 
entitled, 
“Teenage Gangs.” After you read it, you are 
bound to feel great sympathy with the gangs and 
wonder why those who are m urdered by the 
juvenile gangsters are unwilling to be killed for 
the good of society. 
W hat is clear from the pam phlet is that, no 
moral criteria enter into the thinking of those 
who prepared it and who are designated to look 
after the hoodlums. Let me quote a paragraph: 
“ . . . People were and are concerned about 
any group, w hether called a ‘gang’ or not, when 
that group indulges in activities which are direct­ 
ed against the whole community or against the 
principals or values on which that community is 
based. Such activities are called, quite simply, 
‘anti-social.’ ” 
W hat are the activities which arc called “quite 
simply, ‘anti-social’ ” ? They include murder, nar­ 
cotics pushing, the raping of juveniles, impairing 
the morals of the young, mayhem, rioting and all 
sorts of crimes. These are called “quite simply, 
anti-social.” And the brochure goes on to give the 
impression that it is rather normal for teenagers 
to be anti-social. In fact, after reading this pam­ 
phlet issued by the City of New York, 1 could not 
help but reach the conclusion that it is normal 
lor a child to be anti-social and that those chil­ 
dren who behave themselves and live decent lives 
are abnormal. So the Youth Board starts with the 
following premise: 
“We know, for instance, that for all adolescents 
youngsters in their teens—this is a time of nor­ 
mal 
physical 
and 
psychological 
growth 
and 
change. We know that as a part of this normal 
growing up process, it is im portant for a teenager 
to be. a member of a group of young people his 
own age—his peers. Such close group associations 
are. in fact, one of the most basic and natural 
needs of the teenager . . . it helps him bridge 
that gap between childhood and adulthood . . . 
it offers him many opportunities for positive 
growth and development.” 
So, the philosophers of the Youth Board do not 
go to the heart of the issue, which is, that when 
young people live without morality, they become 
like beasts. Instead, they take the easier course 
of blaming it on the twentieth century, interna­ 
tional tensions, the cold war, but not on Com­ 
munism or secularism. The pamphlet says: 
“Youngsters belonging to anti-social gangs not 
only have the general world insecurity to face 
but must put up with other problems as well.” 
When Scrra shot Ramos, he was undoubtedly 
thinking of general world insecurity! Maybe, he 
had in mind N asser’s visit to Khrushchev and pos- ! 
sibly the visit of the American bankers to Nasser! 
How silly can these social workers bo! 
As I read this pamphlet, paid for by the tax­ 
payer who is afraid, 
in 
New York," to walk 
through the city parks lest hoodlums pounce upon 
him and steal his overcoat, or, as actually hap­ 
pened to a young lady, get stabbed without a 
word being spoken just because the stabber likes 
to stab, I wonder w hat kind of a world the social 
w orker lives in. For instance, m ark the following 
paragraph: 
“Police action against gang violence has often 
been absolutely necessary for the protection of 
the commuunity. But because the police’s function 
has born primarily to protect the community, not 
to rehabilitate the gang, this approach was in the 
long run unproductive in modifying gang activity 
or in eliminating the problem.” 
So a social worker takes a gangster, Scrra, 
out tor a ride, feeds him hot dogs and soda pop, 
takes him to a candy store where Serra takes 
out a loaded gun and shoots a boy called Ramos 
and tpe social w orker says that whereas he was 
in this tiny candy store, he did not actually see 
the shooting. In a word, the Youth Board accepts 
the gangster’s code that it will not squeal to the 
police, even when m urder is committed. 
It would seem that an old-fashioned cop, with 
a strong leaded night-stick and a tough attitude 
townrd life, would do these hardened children 
more good than all the slapping-on-the-wrist they 
get from the soft-spoken, kindly Intentioned. soda- 
pop drinking social workers who belong to the 
Youth Board.

For example, the most common causes in 
children from 1 to 5 years old are inflammation 
of the bladder, pus infection of the kidneys and 
Bright’s disease. 
In men from 31 to 40 benign tumors of the 
bladder and kidney stones are the most frequent 
causes of bleeding. 
This changes as men grow older, and tumors 
somewhere along the urinary tract and difficulty 
with the prostrate gland increase in frequency. 
Bleeding in the urinary system is often inter­ 
m ittent. Disappearance of blood can lead to a 
false sense of relief and security. 
Specialists in this field maintain that this 
irregularity in bleeding causes a great deal of diffi­ 
culty and that many of their problems are made 
much worse because of neglect. 
I t ’s just ordinary common sense to take w arn­ 
ing from such a symptom.

Over the past five years this 
country has spent around 200 bil­ 
lion dollars for defense, a rate of 
40 billions a year. 
And this year President Eisen­ 
hower is asking for another 40 bil­ 
lions. That means a lot of jobs 
for workers and a lot of money 
for American |pisiness. 


Ike Hints Question 
Eisenhower didn’t ask this di­ 
rect question in two talks Tues­ 
day: to the Republican members 
of Congress and to an Advertising 
Council Conference. 
But he raised it obliquely by 
asking what would happen if the 
foreign aid program alone — for 
which he’s asking about four bil­ 
lions — were stopped or deeply 
cut. 
The foreign aid program, more 
recently called 
mutual security, 
has cost 60 billions since World 
W ar II. 
It includes arms and military 
equipment for Allies, plus econom­ 
ic help for them and other friendly 
countries. 
On 
this 
foreign 
aid 
alone Eisenhower said: " I remind 
everyone that 80 cents out of every 
dollar that we spend for mutual 
aid does not go to foreign lands. 
It goes to work 
right here at 
home. 
That means hundreds of 
thousands of jobs for American 
workers. 
"It 
means 
large 
outlays 
for 
American 
machinery, 
iron 
and 
steel, farm goods, chemicals and 
motor vehicles.” 
Helps Both 
Then, pointing out mutual aid 
helps American security besides 
helping the economic development 
of the non-Communist world, he 
said: 
"Now, stating these same 
results, in a converse way, and 
in the form of a question: 
"What would it 
mean to us, 
aside from the loss of thousands 
of 
jobs, 
if 
this 
program 
were 
stopped or sharply reduced?” 
He might have gone further and 
asked: 
If thousands would be thrown 


out of work by ending or drasti­ 
cally cutting a program so com­ 
paratively small as foreign aid, j 
what would happen if the defense 
program were cut from 40 billion 
dollars to say 10 billions? 
Eisenhower did try to envision 
what might have been done with | 
the 200 billions spent over the 
past five years for defense—if we 
hadn’t had to spend it for that 
purpose. 
He conjured up a picture of 
"all our schools built, all of our 
roads built and all our hospitals 
built that we would need for the 
next 10 years with everyone of 
them splendidly equipped.” 


Not Realistic Picture 


A nice picture. But it doesn’t 
explain what would happen to the 
American economy if the 40 bil­ 
lion—because of a disarmament 
agreement — w e r e 
suddenly 
chopped in half or less. 
And it’s not a realistic picture 
that Eisenhower painted. 
Before 
Congress 
would 
spend 
200 billions, or close to it, for the 
hospitals, schools and roads E i­ 
senhower dreamed of, the legis­ 
lators first would have to undergo 
a profound change or be shocked : 
into it by a catastrophic economic 
collapse.
